SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The magazine entitled Private 134 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine has been given this classification because it depicts explicit sexual 
activity between sisters in a manner that is intended to sexually arouse the reader. The 
magazine contains photostories of explicit sexual activity with textual commentary by 
the participants with the aim of sexually arousing the reader. The photographs depict 
anal and vaginal intercourse, fellatio, cunnilingus, double penetration (simultaneous 
penetration of the vagina and anus with penises), ejaculation over a female’s face, 
masturbation, and some labia spreading. One of the photostories involves sexual 
activity between sisters. The sisters engage in sexual activity with another man and 
each other. The presentation of this story sexualises their relationship and legitimises 
sexual relationships between family members. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in 
determining a classification for Private 134. Section 14 of the NZBR Act does apply to 
this publication. However, because the magazine contains material which depicts 
explicit sexual activity between sisters in a manner intended to sexually arouse, the 
availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. 
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
